The Corporation shall reimburse each member of 
the Board of Directors for his or her reasonable expenses of attendance at any meeting of the 
Board of Directors or committee of the Corporation. 

ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS 

Section 4.1. Officers: Election: Term . 

(a) The officers of the Corporation shall be a President, a Secretary and a Treasurer, 
and such other officers, including, but not limited to one or more Vice-Presidents, with powers 
and duties not inconsistent with these By-Laws as the Board may from time to time elect.

Any officer may resign at any time by 
giving written notice to the Secretary, or in the case of resignation by the Secretary, to the 
President, who shall notify the Directors of such resignation. Unless otherwise specified in the 
resignation notice, such resignation shall take effect upon its receipt by the Secretary, and 
acceptance of such resignation shall not be necessary to make it effective. Any officer of the 
Corporation may be removed at any time with or without cause by vote of the Directors. Any 
vacancy occurring in regard to an office of the Corporation, whether due to death, resignation or 
removal, or any other cause, may be filled by vote of the Directors.

ScCtion5 ' - Creation; Compensation, (a) The Board of Directors may authorize the 

creation of one or more standing committees and shall designate the committee members and the 
Chairman thereof. Any standing committee designated as herein provided, to the extent set forth 
in the resolution, may exercise all the powers and authority of the Board of Directors, provided, 
however, that no standing committee shall have the power or authority to (i) amend the 
Certificate of Incorporation or amend, repeal or adopt new By-Laws of the Corporation, (ii) fill 
vacancies in the Board of Directors or in any committee, (iii) submit to the Membership any 
action requiring approval of the Membership, or (iv) amend or repeal any resolution of the Board 
of Directors which by its terms shall not be subject to amendment or repeal.

(b) Quorum. At all committee meetings, a majority of committee members present in 
person shall constitute a quorum. 

(c) Voting. Each committee member shall have one vote, and a majority vote of the 
committee members present at a meeting at which there is a quorum shall constitute action by the 
committee. 

(d) Telephone Particip ation. Any one or more members of a committee may participate in a 
committee meeting by means of a conference telephone call or similar communications 
equipment allowing all persons participating in the meeting to hear each other at the same time. 
Participation by such means shall constitute presence in person. 
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Action Without A Meeting. Any action required or permitted to be taken by a committee 
may be taken without a meeting if all members of the committee consent in writing to the 
adoption of a resolution authorizing the action. 

(0 Adjourned Meeting s. A majority of committee members present at a committee meeting, 
whether or not a quorum is present, may adjourn such meeting to another date, lime and place, 

provided that not.ee of such adjournment shall be given by the Chairman of the committee to all

INDEMNIFICATION 

Scction 6J - Authorization . The Corporation shall indemnify each Member, as described in 
Article II hereof; each Director, as described in Article m hereof; each of its officers, as 
described in Article IV hereof; its Executive Director (if any); each other committee member, as 
described in Article V hereof; and eacli employee or agent of the Corporation designated for 
indemnification by the Board (hereinafter all referred to more generally as "Directors and 
officers"), who was or is a party, or is threatened to be made a party, to any threatened, pending 
or completed action, suit, or proceeding, whether civil, criminal, administrative or investigative, 
whether or not brought by or in the right of the Corporation, in a manner and to the fullest extent 
now or hereafter permitted by the General Corporation Law of the State of Delaware, provided 
that such Director or officer acted in good faith and in a manner he or she reasonably believed to 
be in, or not opposed to, the best interests of the Corporation and, with respect to any criminal 
action or proceeding, had no reasonable cause to believe his or her conduct was unlawful. The 
determination that indemnification of a Director or officer is proper because he or she has met 
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the applicable standard of conduct set forth in the prior sentence shall be made by a majority vote 

Of the Members who arc not parties to such action, suit or proceeding.
